SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL LETTER 


The Selectmen received a $20,000 grant from the State of N.H. 
Department of Resources and Economic Development for 
demolition of the old foundations in the front area of the 
Common. This material was removed and deposited on the 
shoreline of The Common along with material from the lafolla 
quarry. 

We are now in receipt of an $8,000 Planning Grant for the 
purpose of developing a Master Plan of The Common and the 
recreation hall. Having a Master Plan on file in Concord with 
the Department of Resources and Economic Development 
(DRED) Office means that when various grants do become 
available to the Town of New Castle will already have the 
planning phase completed and will then be in direct line for 
construction grant monies. 

On October 1st, Dan Barrett was placed on full-time 
employment with the town. Dan is spreading his work time 
between the Town, the Public Works Department, and the 
Recreation Department. At the end of the first year we will sit 
down with Dan and review has job functions and see if there 
are any areas that need refining or changing. The Selectmen 
are at present very pleased with the way Dan has set up his 
schedule and with the projects he has completed and 
presently working on. 

Although we don’t want to sound repetative, we, again this 
year, find ourselves in the position of having to say Thank 
You to all of the people who have served on Town Boards and 
Committees. These people serve without compensation, and 
put in many hours of hard work for these committees in new 
regulations, increased paperwork, and the hours needed to do 
a thorough job is growing each year. 

While we are on the subject of Committees and Boards, we 
still need volunteers to serve on same. If you are interested in 
serving on one of the various Committees/Boards, please 
notify the Selectmen.

The Town of New Castle, New Hampshire has not recorded the 
cost of sewer and water system mains and, accordingly, the 
balance sheet does not reflect the capitalization of those 
assests as required by generally accepted accounting 
principles. (See Note 2 to these financial statements.) The cost 
of the sewer and water lines enter materially into the 
determination of financial position as of June 30, 1983 and 
results of operations for the year then ended. 


The monetary effect was not reasonably determinable as of 
June 30, 1983. 


In my opinion, because of the effects of the matter discussed in 
the preceding paragraph, the financial statements referred to 
above do not present fairly, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles, the financial position of the 
Enterprise Funds of the Town of New Castle, New Hampshire 
as of June 30, 1983, or the results of operations and changes in 
fincancial position of such funds for the year then ended.

My examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, 
accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as is considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


As described more fully in Note 4, the financial statements 
referred to above do not include financial statements of the 
enterprise funds and general fixed assets, which should be 
included to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


In my opinion, except that the omission of the financial — 
statements described above results in an incomplete 

presentation, as explained in the preceding paragraph, the 

financial statements referred to above present fairly the 

financial position of the Town of New Castle, New Hampshire 

at June 30, 1982 and the results of its operations and the 

changes in financial position of its proprietary funds for the 

year then ended, in comformity with generally accepted 

accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that 

of the preceding year. 


The supplementary data included in the schedules are not 
necessary for a fair presentation of the financial statements, 
but are presented as additional analytical data. The 
supplementary data have been subjected to the test and other 
auditing procedures applied in the examination of the financial 
statements mentioned above and, in my opinion, are fairly 
stated only when considered in conjunction with the financial 
statements taken as a whole.

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NEW CASTLE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


The library has experienced a most positive year. The 
building has been rewired and a new roof was installed. A large 
tree growing against the east side of the building was removed. 
The lawn was fertilized and limed; the gardens are becoming 
well established through donations of flower bulbs and 
perennial plants. Updating inside has taken place with the 
purchase of a new swivel secretarial chair and avery generous 
donation of a new electric typewriter. The trustees are 
investigating the cost of preserving the Italian scenery shades. 
It is anticipated that this will be a fairly expensive projects; 
financial bequests may be used in this endeavor. 

The trustees appreciate the achievements of the Friends 
of the Library. Through fundraising they were able to purchase 
10 stacking chairs. The joint co-operation of the Friends, the 
Church Guild and the Trefethen School PTO made possible a 
successful Octoberfest. Mr. John Hallett of Kittery Historical 
Naval Museum spoke on Offshore Research at on of the 
Friends meetings. Also, the Library and the Church Guild 
cosponsored Phoebe Flewelling’s Shoe String Opera 
presentation of Hansel and Gretel in December 1983. 

Numerous displays, the children’s summer reading 
program and holiday decorations made by the Great Island 
Nursery School and Day Care have been enjoyed by many 
citizens. 

A new area of service to the community is the addition of 
LARGE PRINT books now available on loan from the State 
Library. 

Dr. Arthur Tucker is building a locking display case which 
will be presented to the library soon. 

The trustees and librarians are grateful to the many 
townspeople who so generously share their diverse resources 
for the pleasure of all.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in the county 
of Rockingham and State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote 
in town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Recreation Building in 
the Great Island Common in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the 
eighth of May, 1984 at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE I. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. The polls for the election of Town Officers and 
Ballot Articles will open at ten o’clock in the forenoon and shall 
not be closed before six o'clock in the afternoon. 


ARTICLE II. To hear the reports of agents, officers committies, 
Boards and other heretofore chosen and to pass any vote in 


relation thereto. 


ARTICLE Ill. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes for 
the year 1984-1985 upon credit of the Town, and to issue its 
notes therefor in accordance with the Municipal Finance Act. 


ARTICLE V. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to apply for, accept, and expend, without further 
action by the Town Meeting, money from the state, federal or 
other governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the fiscal year as provided by RSA 31: 95-b. 


ARTICLE VI. To see if the Town will authorize the withdrawal 
of Five Thousand (5,000) dollars from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972 for use as a set-off against budgeted appropriations for 
the Police Department. 


ARTICLE VII. RSA 80:42 Sale of Tax/Liens Deeded Properties. 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the town by 
tax collector’s deed by public auction (or advertised sealed 
bid) or in such other manner as determined by the Selectmen 
as justice may require. 


ARTICLE VIII. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 

to erect a memorial in honor of those persons from New Castle 

who have served their country during its various conflicts 

throughout its history, at a cost not to exceed $5,000.00. 
(Approved by the Budget Committee) 

ARTICLE IX. On the petition of James B. Sullivan and seventy- 

nine (79) other legal voters: 

“Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-f for the 
adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax? These statutes 
provide for the following exemptions, based on assessed 
value, for qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 years of age up to 
75 years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, 
$15,000; for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. To 
qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident 
for a least 5 years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or 
if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have been 
married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have 
a net income of less than $10,000 or if married, acombined net 
income of less than $12,000, and own net assets of $30,000 or 
less, excluding the value of the person’s residence.” 


ARTICLE X. To transact such business as may legally come 
before this meeting.

Began a program for the control of poisen ivy and the sumac. 
Initially the action began this fall in the common. The ivy 
control is effected by careful spraying of the bush with the 
herbicide, Roundup. The sumac control requires cutting the 
plant and brushing the exposed cut with agway BK32. Thisisa 
long term program and will require several years for effective 
extermination. 

Replaced the Nature Trail markings with supports and signs 
to reduce vandalism. Supports are now stick piping set in 
concrete. 

Reviewed and took action on Wetland and Shoreland 
applications for the following:

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PUBLIC WORKS COMMISSION ANNUAL 
REPORT 


The present Public Works Commission Board has now been 
in operation for over 3 years and the work of keeping our water 
and sewer systems functioning is shared by all members. The 
employment of Dan Barrett to handle many of the on-going 
Operating and maintenance functions has aided the 
operations. 

Water System : 

The town owns and operates approximately 4 miles of 
waterlines serving 276 metered users. Treated water is 
purchased from Portsmouth. Another 75 residences on the 
oceanside of the island, along Wentworth Road are served 
directly by the City of Portsmouth. 


We have an on-going program to replace old lines and to install 
remote reading meters. In 1983 we added 50 remote meters. In 
1984 we plan to replace old waterlines on Laurel Lane and 
Riverview Road. Our old waterline maps were upgraded under 
a project directed by Dick Toomey. The fire hydrant 
maintenance and line flushing is performed by the Fire 
Department under contract from the Public Works. 


We use 48% of our income for water purchases. Most of the 
balance is used for our costs of operating and maintaining the 
lines. This leaves little funds available for replacement or any 
debt incurred by replacement. This necessitated an increase in 
rates for 1984. 


Sewer System: 

The town owns and operates approximately 4 miles of sewer 
lines and 3 pumping stations serving 161 users, including the 
Coast Guard Station and The Wentworth Hotel facilities. 
Sewerage is pumped to the Portsmouth treatment plant. The 
residents in the Wentworth Road area plus other isolated 
locations, distant from the sewer, use individual treatment - 
primarily septic systems. 


The system, built in 1975, requires low maintenance of the 
collection lines, except occassional flushing and cleaning. 
The pumping stations do require daily and extensive 
maintenance. With the added services of Dan Barrett, we have 
been doing a significant amount of repairs and preventative 
maintenance on these stations. 
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No line extensions are under consideration, although we have 
frequent requests. Due to the rock soils and grades of New 
Castle, sewerline installations are extremely expensive per 
household that could be served. This is being periodically 
reviewed. 


29% of our budget is paid for the treatment of sewerage. With 
the operating and maintenance costs, the income leaves little 
reserve for depreciation or replacements. the Board however 
elected to hold rates at their present level, for sewer, for the 
coming year. 


The volunteer help, plus the cooperation of the water and 

sewer users in minimizing the demands on the Department, 

has helped us to provide these utilities at a minimum cost, yet 
maintained reliable service.

In August we had a very successful one day exhibition in 
the Town Hall. More than 225 people examined some samples 
of the very old town records; and were fascinated by the 
splendid display of photos of old New Castle scenes, events 
and people. In addition to photos from our own collection 
about 20 people loaned pictures of houses as they used to 
look. Pictures of town events and school aroups were 
especially appreciated. We are grateful to Margaret Smith for 
providing a large display of activities in the “old days” at the 
Wentworth; and to Joseph Copley for his carefully arranged 
display of material pertaining to the Fort. 

The indexing of the Town Clerks’ records is now complete, 
1693 to Notes of Selectmen meetings and all their correspon- 
dence through 1983 have been indexed and filed away. 
away. 

Cynthia Thomas helped 10 people who came to the office 
searching for genealogical information, and corresponded 
with 19 others (many necessitating several letters). 

We received an 1896 account book of some New Castle 
store, from the Holden (Mass) Historical Society. As yet we 
have not been able to find out who owned the store! We also 
acknowledge with gratitude gifts of pictures from Bettie and 
Dick Toomey, Anna White, Virginia Coyle, Henry Greenberg 
and others. We hope more people will give pictures for the 
town records. 

Currently we are working on a plan to provide a town 
memorial to honor those from New Castle who served in the 
Wars of the 20th Century.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEE REPORT 


This past year required considerable clearing and upkeep 
work at Riverside Cemetery. Filling and loam was added to 
numerous low spots and ‘tween - grave sites, followed with 
adequate seeding contributing to both improved appearance 
and ease of mowing. 

Our tidal frontage continues to recede annually. Town 
selectmen are looking into possible grant funds to provide rip- 
rap or other control measures on the cemeter waterfront. 

It is anticipated a new gate will be installed at the entrance 
this year and road grading will be accomplished. 

A need which presents itself more and more every year is for 
a greater percentage of lot owners to participate in the 
Perpetual Care program rather than being assessed an annual 
fee for cemetery care. We are formulating a plan to both inform 
and solicit plot owners in this regard. Exact amount of family 
contribution varies depending upon plot size, however typical 
funds presently established are commonly $300, $400, $500 or 
more dollars. As such they are one-time contributions and do 
not diminish in face value. As a Trust Fund, in your name, the 
Cemetery Trustees have access only to the annual interest 
accrued by such funds.

In 1983, 129 dogs were licensed in the Town of New Castle. 
Twenty (20) fines were issued, three (3) summons to 
Portsmouth District Court, one (1) letter of complaint and five 
(5) verbal complaints were received. 

| would like to remind dog owners that all dogs three (3) 
months or older must be registered on or before May 1, and 
you must, at the time of licensing,present a valid rabies 
certificate. In June 1983, | had to contact 49 dog owners to 
remind them to register their animals. | found this to be 
extremely time consuming as several attempts were required 
to reach some owners. 

Many times this year | have received complaints of dogs on 
the beach, or running at large; but when | arrive the animal is 
gone. If you can safely detain the animal, please do so and call 
the police. We will respond and pick up the animal.

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MOSQUITO CONTROL BOARD REPORT 


1983 was the sixth year of mosquito control under the 
supervision and licensing by the state. During this period the 
state has stressed the safe use of insecticides. 

The New Castle mosquito control is limited to larviciding 
where the control is exercised before the insect flies. No air 
spraying is done. 

Surveys were made from May 15 to September 14, to 
determine the presence of larva. Twenty-one surveys were 
made during this period. Larviciding was done on fourteen 
days of these inspections. Adulticiding is not practical in the 
New Castle area. 

Abate 4E and 2G is the chemical used. One fluid once of 4E 
and 5 Ibs. of 2G were used during the year. 

Mosquito control for 1983 was $370.00 primarily for labor in 
Survey and larviciding. The cost of insecticide was 
approximately $5.00.
